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MEMBERS  OF  THE 
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BY  THEIR  MOST  OBEDIENT  SERVANT, 
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Every  member  of  Society  is" 
under  ail .  indifpenfable  obliga¬ 
tion  to  promote,  as  far  as  he  is  able, 
the  Happinels  of  the  whole  communi¬ 
ty.  The  loft  whifpers  of  humanity 
plead  -ftrongly  in  behalf  of  the  di-^ 
ftrelled  j  and-  the  heart  of  that  man 
mufl;  be  callous  indeed,  who- withholds 
relief ifrom'  the  cries  of  anguilh,  when> 
that' relief  is  in  his>own  power.?*  The 
hurhan  frame  is  lubjedt  to  many  difor-’ 
ders :  pain  and  difeafe  are  part  of  thc' 
portion' of  mortality.  •  Providence" has 
indeed  amply  furhilhed  the  earth  with* 
maiicines  for  aduaging  the  one,'  and 
removing  the  other  but  the  know¬ 
ledge- of  thefe  fimpks,  their -virtues,* 
arid  the  manner  of  appiieation,.are  left

eafily-performed.  They  are  fcattered 
in  fuch  amazing  profufion,  and  in  fuch 
aftonjfhing  variety,  that  the  mind  is 
perplexed  ;  and  it.^is  perhap9_  im- 
poffible  for  human  abilities  ever  to 
difcover  all  their  virtues  and  pro¬ 
perties.'.  A  compoiltion'  of  various 
ingredients  often  eifedts  what  all  of 
them  fi'nglv  would  attempt  in  vain  : 
and  as  thefe  combinations,  as  well  as 
the  limples  themfelv.es  are  infinite,  we 
need  not  be  furprifedi  that  notwith- 
flanding  the  prodigious  nunabe'r  of- 
eminent  meni  from  the  ageiofiHippo- 
crates  to  our  own  times,  have.ifpent 
their  liv’es  in  improving'  the  Healing 
art,  it  is  flill  far  froni  liavingVeached 
the  fummit  of  perfection.:  and  that 
we  .are  yet  ignorant  of  the  virtues  of 
many  fimples  with  which  the  ’bounti¬ 
ful  hand  of  nature  has  fo  beautifully 
adorned  the  furface  of  tlie.earth.'  New 
medicines  are  every:day  difcovered, 
and  chance  or*  accident  often  reveals 
what  ..the  mofl  afiiduous  application, 
might  have  fought'in  vain. 
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Perhaps  a  ftronger  inftance  cannot 
be  given  of  our  limitted  knowledge  of 
medicines,  than  the  many  ineffedtual 
attempts  to  fubdue  the  inveterate  ma¬ 
lignancy  of  fome  dilfempers,  which 
have  hitherto  withftood  all  the  power 
of  phyfic,  and  are  ftill  conlidered  as 
the  opprobria  of  the  healing  art.  But 
this  mull:  not  be  imputed  to  nature 
Ihe  has  provided  medicines  fufficient 
for  every  diforder  :  difeafes  of  this 
kind  triumph  only  over  the  ignorance* 
of  the  pradtitioner. 


Among  thefe  maladies,  venereal 
and  fcorbutic  complaints,  efpecially 
when  complicated,  are  not  the  leaft 
formidable ;  and  phylicians  have  often 
confefled,  and  often  lamented,  that 
they  have  too  frequently  baffled  the 
power  of  every  known  medicine,  and 
defied  every  attempt  to  fubdue  their 
violence.  If  my  own  declaration  will 
add  any  weight  to  the  general  voice 
of  praftitioners,  I  can,  with  great 

A  2  truth, 
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truth,  affirm,  that  during  thirty  years 
affiduous  practice,  part  of  which  in-’ 
terval  was-  fpent  at  Naples  and  places 
adjacent,  I  have  met  with  numberlefs 
inftances,  where  all  the  common  .me¬ 
thods  have  been  tried  without  fuccefs, 
and  the  wretched  patients  perifhed  un¬ 
der  the  excruciating  tortures  of  a  loath- 
fome  difeafe.  The  fa«5l  indeed  is  too 
evident  to  want  any  farther  proof :  the. 
univerfal  acknowledgement  of  the  moft 
celebrated  phyhcians  have  placed  it 
beyond  a  doubt.  Should  any  perfoh, 
however,  flill  hehtate  to  fubfcribe  to 
the  general  opinion,  I  could  wiffi  him 
to  vilit  the  places  where  patients  of 
this  kind  are  received  ;  becaufe  ocu¬ 
lar  demonftration  would  there  con¬ 
vince  him,  that  the  fad  is  too  certain. 
He  would  there  fee  objeds  labour¬ 
ing  under  the  extremity  of  anguifh, 
breathing  the  moft  putrid  exhalations, 
and  quivering  on  the  brink  of  eterni¬ 
ty,  after  every  known  method  has  been 
tried  in  vain.

AfFedled 
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Affeflred  by  fufferings  which  could 
not  be  mitigated,  and  pierced  with  the 
cries  of  diftrefa  which  could  not  be  re¬ 
lieved,  I  have  often  wifhed  that  fome 
fortunate  accident,  or  fomc  happy  ge¬ 
nius,  might  difcover  a  remedy,  which 
would  enable  the  faculty  to  conquer 
thefe  dreadful  difeafes.  But  the  wifli, 
however  generous,  was  long  in  vain; 
and  I  began  to  defpair  of  ever  ieeing 
it  accomplilhed,  when  I  fortunately 
became  acquainted  with  M.  de  Velnos, 
the  author  of  a  medicine  whieh  has 
acquired  great  reputation  at  Paris, 
as  a  fpecific  in  venereal  and  fcorbutic 
diforders,  either  fingly  or  complicated.

■  I  am  not  ignorant  that  every  perlbn ; 
who  attemptsrto^recommend  a  medi-- 
cine  to  the  Ipublic,'  without  revealing^ 
the  ingredients  of  which  iti  is  com-' 
pofed,  muft  expedl  the  moft  illiberal 
attacks  frorri^the  malignant  pen  of  ca-' 
lumny.  Hi'S  conduct  will  be  feverely 
cenfured  by  thofe  whofe  '  intereft  Ts 
concerned  ,toTupprefs  the.dilcovery ; 
and  perhaps  he  may  not  efcape  the  ani-. 
madverfions  of  others,  though  they  may 
have  only  fome  favourite  theory,  or  even 
the  old  method  of  pra<ftice,,to  defend. 
But  I  have  learned  to.defpife  all  fuch 
tingenerous  attempts :  they  are  the  com-!

mon  attendants  of  any  innovation. 
Almoft  every,  member  of  the  faculty, 
however  eminent  for  -his  parts  and 
learning,  has  met  with  illiberal  treat-  • 
ment  on  endeavouring  to  introduce 
any  new  difcovery,  new  medicine,  or 
new  operation,  in  furgery.  It  will  be 
needlefs^  to  mention  examples  of  this 
kind  :  he  muft'be  ignorant  of  medical 
hiftory  indeed,  who  does  not  immedi¬ 
ately  recoiled:  many  that  have  hap¬ 
pened  both  in  our  own  and  foreign 
countries.  '  It  fhould  alfo  be  remem¬ 
bered,  that  feveral  of  the  moft  emi¬ 
nent  phyficians,  both-  of  the.  laft  and 
prefent  centuries,  had  their  lecret  re¬ 
medies  j  and  perhaps  they  did  more 
fervice  to  the  community  by  conceal¬ 
ing  the  compofitions,  than  they  would 
have  done,  had  they  publifhed  them 
to  the  world.

For  who¬ 
ever  publifhes  a  treatife  of  any  kind, 
fubmits  the  truth  of  what  he  has  ad- 
advanced  to  the  examination  of  the 

B  public ; 
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public ;  and,  confequently,  cannot- 
complain  of  its  being  thoroughly  ’ 
fcrutinized.  If  his  aflertions  are 
founded  on  truth,  he  has  nothing  to 
-  fear  ;  like  gold  from  the  furnace, 
they  will  acquire  a  greater  luftre  from 
a  candid  enquiry.  I  was  aware  of 
this  confequence  before  I  appeared  as 
a  writer,  and  therefore  examined, 
with  the  utmoft  attention,  every  par¬ 
ticular  relative  to  the  merits  of  M.  de 
Velnos’s  Vegetable  Syrup.

permanence  to  the  Rate.  Without  the  af- 
fiftance  of  a  fufficlent  number  of  people,  the 
trade  of  any  country  muft'  languilh’  and 
decay :  the  boafted  manufadures  muft  be

i1egle6led,  and  even  the  neceflary  labours  of 
the  hulbandman  muft  fail.  But  iiotwitb- 

ftaiidr 
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ftandlng  the  evident  fuperiojity  of  popiild-* 
tion,  it  has  been  much  left  regarded  than 
commerce ;  which,  in  this  land  of  liberty, 
has  been  carried 'to  a  degree  of  perfeftioii 
unknown  in  other  countries,  by  the  in- 
dufl;ry^.^dlllgence,  and  aflivlty  of  the  inha-

bltants;  ptoteded  hy  the  power,  and  af- 
fifted  by  the  countenance  of  the  govern¬ 
ment,  Every  ,  manufadure  has  been  im¬ 
proved,  and  every  invention  encouraged, 
that -had  a 'tendency  to  pronaote  the  various 
branches  of  trade  carried  on  in  this  fiourifhing 
kingdom.  Thefe  are  doubtlefs  noble  efforts, 
i^nd  demand  Acrapplaufe  of’^eveiy  lover  of 
:his  country  :  j  but ,,  furely  .papulation,  .  on 
5vhkh  even  conimerce  itself  depends,  fhould 
toot  be  ruegled^*  It  -is  ..really  ;aftonifhing, 
that  in  arcountry,  where  .the  advantages  and 
^fedvantages  of  every  contingent  are  nicely  ' 
icalculated,  j^and  the  effed  of  r  almofl  every 
^ufe  forefeen : AwJ^ere  the/  :relief  of  human 
Inature,  and  the  general  ^advantage  of  fociety, 
form  the  fole'wifh  and  aim  of  the  legiflature; 
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fo  little  regard  Is  paid  to  the  prefervation  of  • 
the  lives  of  men,  though  confeffedly  one  of 
the  grand  fources,of  population.  Luxury, 
and  difeafes  of  various  kinds,  combine  their, 
malignant  influences  in  leflening  the  number 
of  the  human  fpecies.  The  exceffive  ufe  of 
fpirituous  liquors,  and  other  modes  of  llv«t 
ing,  are  deftru6tive  of  propagation.  Thei 
’  continual  emigration  of  people  to  America,, 
the  Vail:  nupaber  of  hands  employed/ ine> 
fhipping,  and  the  late  call  for  men  to  the- 
Eaft  Indies,  and  to  fettle  our  new  con- 
quefrs,  tend. greatly  to  lefleii  the  populout. 
nefs  of  this  country,  to  the  irreparable  in-. 
Jury  of  agriculture  and  commerce*  .  '  .  ■ 


But  among  all  thefc  caufes  of  depopula¬ 
tion,  that  relative  to  difeafes  Is  the  moft' 
alarming ;  becaufe  Its  deftru61ive  effe^ls,^ 
though  amazingly  rapid,  are  filent  and 
fecrct.  How  many  daily  perilh  by  venereal" 
and  fcorbutic  difeafes :  a  lofs  of  the  utmoft 
confequence,  becaufe  It  generally  falls  upon. 

thofe 
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thofe  men  who  are  of  the  grcateft  fervice  to 
the  ftate.  The  fcurvy  may  be  confidered 
as  endemlal  to  England,  owing  perhaps 
to  its  lituation  as  an  ifland,  the  coldnefs 
and  moifture  of  the  air,  the  food  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants  conlifting  chiefly  of  meat,  and  the 
long  voyages  at  fea,  performed  by  fuch  num¬ 
bers  of  people.  We  need  not  therefore  be 
furprized  to  find,  that  almoft  every  native 
of  this  ifland  is  more  or  lefs  afflidted  with 
the  fcurvy.  This  difeafe  is  of  itfelf  a  fuffi- 
cient  misfortune,  but  when  complicated  with 
a  venereal  complaint,  becomes  truly  alarm¬ 
ing.  The  latter  indeed  is  not  like  the  fcurvy, 
natural  to  this  country ;  it  has  been  imported 
from  the  continent  to  the  deflrudtion  of 
thbufands;  and  may  perhaps  be  confidered 
as  one  of  the  evils  refulting  from  a  foreign 
trade.  Wealth,  the  child  of  commerce,  is 
the  parent  of  luxury  and  pleafure ;  and  hence 
the  Venereal  difeafe,  too  often  complicated 
with  the  fcurvy,  acquires  a  malignity  in  this 
ifland,  which  renders  it  more  violent,  rapid, 

and 
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nrld  fatal,  Thefe  difeafes,  handed  down- to 
pofterity,  are  poflibly  the  caufe  of  that 

'degradation  of  the  human  fpecles,  whiclr 
had  been  often  lamented  by  the  writers 
•of  our  own  times.  Every  difcovery,  there¬ 
fore,  which  tends  to  le'ffen  this  deftrudlive 
malignancy,  certainly  deferves  the  attention 
•of  the  public.  .It  is,  perhaps,  abfolutely 
impoilible  to  deftroy  entirely  the  fource  of 
this  evil  ;  but  it  is  poffible  to  flop  its 

.  alarming  progrefs.  If  a  medicine  can  be 

difcovered  that  will  eradicate  both  venereal 
•and  fcorbutic  <3iforders,  whether  fiiigle  or 
•complicated.  A  difcovery  of  the  moft  fin- 
gular  importance  to  our  foldiers  and  feamen, 
afflifted  with  the  former,  becaufe  it  isalmofi: 
confiantly  aggravated  by  a  natural  fcorbutic 
habit. 

It  is  well  known,  that  the  venereal  dlf- 

r' 

,eafe  is  more  eafily  cured,  both  in  France  and 
Italy,'  than  in  England  ;  an  advantage  that 
refults  entirely  from  the  warmth  of  the  cli- 

C  mate ; 
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mate  ;  yet  even  there  the  dlfeafe  too  often 
becomes  incurable,  and  triumphs  over  all  the 
art  of  the  phyfician*  It  is  therefore  no 
wonder  that  the  difficulty  Is  doubly  increafed 
in  this  country,  and  that  the  faculty  have 
long  wifhed  that  'a  ^medicine  could  be  difeo- 
vered,  which  would  enable  them  to  conquer 
this '  dreadful  difeafe  in  its  moft  malignant 
9  flate,  A  even  when  complicated  with  the 
feurvy.  And  this  noble  difeovery  has,  for¬ 
tunately  for  the  public,  been  made  by  M.  de 
Velnos.  His  antivenereal  vegetable  fyrup,. 
radically  cures  every  ftage  of  the  venereal

-  The  medicines 'Commonly  made  ufe  of  to 
efFedl  thefe  purpofes-  are  'fweet,  acid,  and 
-  bitter  vegetables,  given  in  different  forms, 
and  in  different  quantities,  according  to  the 
various  ftages  of  the  diforder.  *  But  thefe  are 
inadequate  to  the  purpofe.-  It  is  not  fufficient 
to  effe6l  an  alteration  in  the  humours,  or 
even  to  re-eflablifh  the  natural  fiihcftions ;  for

uhlefs  nature  be  -farther  affifled  by  proper 
evacuations,  either -by  ftool,  fweat,  or  urine, 
the  difeafe  too  often  degenerates  into  a

neceffary  to 'have  recourfe  to  antifcorbutics,.

,  Thefe  medicines^  which  ‘  experience  has 
fuflkieatly  proved  to  be;  neceffary  in  making* 
a  'radical '  cure,  have  their  inconveniencest^ 
Purgatives,  however  properly  chofen,  ^  and 
artflilly  managedj  too  often  weaken  and  im¬ 
pede  digeftlon ;  and  even  their  operation  is, 
not  fupported  without  difficulty  by  perfons  of 
fcQrbutic  habits.  Sudorifics  difturb  the  ope¬ 
rations  of  nature,  and  finding  the  humours  in 
•  a  ftate  approaching  to  a’  didblution,  increafe 
the  evil,  and  often  occafion,  a,  total  decompo-. 
fition,  -Hence  we  fee  the  reafon  why  the 
common  rnethod  of  curing  the  feurv}’,  though; 
remarkablyi tedious, _  is  not  free  from  danger; 
nor  iwS  it  always  certain:  two'  many  infiances 
occur  in  medical  hifibry,  where  all  the  abili¬ 
ties  of  the  phjffician  have ,  been  exerted  in

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'  The  venereal  difeafe  is  too'  well  known, 
and  its  efFefts  too  often  fatally  experienced,  to 
need  any  explanation,  either  with  regard  to  ‘ 
its  nature,  Its  origin,  or  the  manner-  of  its  • 
communication.

Three  different  kirids  of  rem^dies^  Tudori-  ’ 
fics,  purgativesyi  and  mercury,^  Torhetimes  ^ 
alone  and  fometlmes  compounded,  have  been 
hitherto  ufed  in  the  cure  of  thia  'dlforder. 
Experience  has  abundantly  fhewn^that  the' 
two  hrft  are  not  lufiicient  to  anfwer  the  in¬ 
tention.  Mereury,  notwithftaiiding  all  its 
ihconveniences,  has  indeed  long-  been  confi- 
dered  as  a  fpecific*  in  the  venereal  ’difeafe; 
hut  in  my  opinion  very  unjuffly*-  I  wlfti

It  will  not  be  denied  but  mercury  often 
cures  the  venereal  difetfe;.but  is  not  the

patient  expofed  to  dangers  and  accidents  of 
the  moft  alarming-  kind ;  and  is  not  the  cure 
too  often  partial  and  incomplete? 

Mercury  is  adminiftered  externally  and 
internally.  . 

The  external  methods  .are  by  fridllon  and 
fumigation.  ,  By  either  of  thefe,  it  is  divided 
into  very  minute  particles,  penetrates  through 
the  pores  in  its-metalhc^form,  and  affedls  the 
falivary  glands.

By  this  method  we  arc*  never  certain  with 

regard 
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tegard  to  the  quantity;  we  cannot  judge  of 
it  by  its  efFefts,  becaufe  thefe  are  equiv6cat; 
it -never  adts  equally  on  different  patients;  and 
the  diflblutlon  of  the  fympfoms  is  an  uncer¬ 
tain  figii  of  a'  radical  cure ;  for  it  fometimes 
happens,  that  notwithftandlng  all  the  fymp- 
toms  occur,  the  caufe  Is  not  totally  removed. 
What  dependence  therefore  can  be  placed 
upon  a  medicine,  Hvhofe  effefts  are  fo  uncer¬ 
tain  ?  If  we  add  to  this  the  danger  to  which 
the  patient  is  expofed,  notwithftandlng  all 
the  care  of  an  experienced  and  prudent  phy- 
lician,  our  opinion  of  the  virtues  of  this 
^  boafted  remedy,  will  be  greatly  leftened# 
How  often  do  the  moft  fatal  confequences 
happen  from  its  ufe  ?  It  is  not  uncommon  for 
the  mercurial  particles  to  be  diverted  fuddenly 
to  the  head,  ftomach,  or  inteftines,  where 
the  ravages  they  make  are  abfolutely  irrc*» 
palrable. 

Whether  the  Intention  be  to  falivate,  or 
whether  the  falivation  comes  on,  notwlth- 

ftanding 
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.ftanding  all  the  care  and  precaution  of  the 
phyfician,  the  following  fymptoms  generally 
^attend  it :  a  fvvelling  of  the  head  and  neck ; 
^an  obftriiftion  and  irritation  of  all  the  falivary 
glands;  pain,  inflammation,  and  exulceratloh 
of  the  internal  parts  of  the  mouth,  attended 
with  flough  or  excrefcences,  which  occafion 
hemorrhages  more  or  lefs  confiderablc;  foetid 
.gums ;  loofenefs  and  lofs  of  teeth ;  and  a 
cruel  want  of  fleep,  occafioned  by  the  fear 
and  danger  of  fufFocation. 

The  patient  is  more  or  lels  expofed  to  thefe 
dreadful  fymptoms,  as  he  is  more  or  lefs 
afflifled  with  a  fcorbutic  habit;  while  the 
natural  effefts  of  the  falivation,  a  ftridl  regi¬ 
men,  pain,  and  an  almofl:  total  want  of  fleep, 
red  lice  him  to  the  lowefl:  ftate  of  deprefTion; 
without  affording  him  the  confolation,  that  a 
radical  cure  will  be  the  confequence  of  hl« 
fufferings :  becaufe  mercury,  though  admini- 
ftered  with  the  hitmoft  caution  to  patients 
afflrftcd  with  the  feurvv,  brings  on  too  fiid- 
*  .  denly 
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denly  a  fallvation,  which  is  very  difficult  to

flop;  and  the  quantity  of  mercury  the  patf- 
cnt  has  .received  is  not  fufficient  to  deflroy 
the  venereal  virus.  Nor  can  this  defect  be 
fupplied ;  for  every  time  an  attempt  Is  made 
to  increafe  the  quantity,  the  fame  accidents 
return.  When  this  happens,  and  the  venereal 
fymptonlxS  are  alatming,  the  cafe  of  the  patient 
becomes  deplorable ;  the  feurvy  is  irritated 
by  a  medicine  abfolutely  improper,  arid  bota 
difeafes  foon  Increafe  to ‘a  degree  that  almoft 
defies  the  power  of  medicine,  and  leaves  the 
miferable  patient  without  refcource^

But  the  feurvy  Is  not  the  only  cJrcumflance 
that  renders  a  falivation  improper  in  the  ciire 
of  the  lues  venerea.  There  are  others,  among 
which  we  may  reckon  various  diforders  inci¬ 
dent  to  the  palate,  the  uvula,  and  the  ton- 
fils  ;  together  with  the  erolidnS  and  exUlce^ 
rations  of  the  fauces,  which,  fpreading*  deep 
Into  the  fubjacent  parts,  often  referiible  an 
eating  cancer,  which  carinot  be  totally  cured 

D  j  ‘  and 
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and  confolidated,  till  the  diforder 
gave  them  birth  is  effeftually  fubdued  and 
removed.  In  ,this  cafe,  therefore,  if  in  any 
we  are  to  obferve  the  following  maxim,  that 
the  peccant  ihatter  is  neildier  to  be  conveyed 
to,  nor  evacuated  by  tdie  part  affefted;  other-^ 
wife  it  muft  necefiafily  happen,.- that  by  an 
accumulation  of  the  lallvay.  which  to  the 
tafte  of  the  patient  Is  scruginous,  virulent,  and 
-  has.  its  qualities  heightened  by  the*  mercury, 

•  ^  gangrene  muft  be  produced,,  and  foon  after 
fucceeded  by  a  fatal  fphacelus  of  the  parts. 
Hildanus  fornifhes  us  with  fome  remarkable 
inftances  of  this  kind.  Cent.  3.  OhJ.  9.2. 
Salivation  is  alfo  improper  in  cafes  where^ 
belides  a  redundance  of  thick  and  vifcid  hu- 


„  mours,  the  patient  s  flrength  is  much  Impair- 
ed;  and  this  is  certainly  a  very  juft  and  rati- 
'  onal  maxim;  lince,  In  confequence-  of  the 
languor  of  the  whole  body,  and  the  dbfeft  of 
a  due  tone,  and  fufficient  motive  force,  all 
the  parts,  and  even  the  more  noble  vifcera, 

are  preternaturally  flaccid  ;  hencc  it  happens 

that 


■Aat  the  vifcid  fordes  of  the  humours  being 
thrown  into  violent  commotions  by  the  effi¬ 
cacy  of  the  mercury,  are  eafily,  and  In  great 
abundance,  thrown  into  thofe  vifcera ;  but 
cannot,  in  confequence  of  the  weaknefs'of 
the  refffilng  fibres,  be  fo  eafily  expelled 
from  them.  -,  Hence  thefe 'accumulated  and 
peccant  humours  become  ftagnant,  and  occa- 
fion  terrible  fymptoms  of  various  kinds.*-  But 
a  more  irreparable  misfortune  is  produced, 
when  thefe  fordes  are  conveyed  to  the  brain’ 
already  weakened  by  previous  diforders;  for 
by  this  means,  palfies,  apoplexies,  and  other 
terrible  lethargic  diforders  muft  be  foon  pro¬ 
duced.  But  fince  in  a  lues  venerea  of  fome 
handing,  and  deeply  rooted  in  the  humours, 
there  is  generally  a  large  quantity  of  peccant 
matter;  and  fmce  the  firength  of  the-'patient 

is  for  the  mold  part,  much  exhaufied,  either 

by  the  force  of  the  difeafe,  previous  intemper-

nerally  happens  that,  in  thofe  circnmftances, 
a  falivation,  by  iome  confidered  avS  the  only 
fovercign  reinedy  for  a  lues  venerea,  is 
highly  improper  and  abfurd.  Many  are  in¬ 
deed  of  opinion,  that  even  in^  thefe  circunv 
ftances,  the  body  may  be  rendered  fit  for 
bearing  a  falivation ;  if,  for  infiance,  before 
its  life,  the  redundance  of  the  peccant  matter 
is  Icffencd,  and  the  fpifiitude  corroded  by 
venefedions,  purgatives,  and  the  repeated 
exhibition  of  fudorifics ;  but  Sydenham.’s  opi¬ 
nion  is  certainly  much  better  founded;  that 
ingenious  pradlitioaer,  in  his  Treatife  De  Luc 
Vcfierea-i  tells  us,  that  by  fuch  meafurcs  the 
body  is^  no  more  prepared  for  bearing  a  fali- 
vaiion,  than  the  bodies  of  foldiers  would  be 
prepared  for  battle,  by  cutting  their  nerves, 
Ilcncc  we  fee  that  mercury  ufed  externally, 
either  by  rubbing  or  fumigation,  is  fo  far 
from  being  a  fpcclfic  in  the  cure  of  venereal 
diforders,  that  it  is  often  deleterious ;  inlfead 
^f  curing,  it  defiroys  the  patient.  Let  us  now 

confidcr 
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confider  how  juflly  It  may  be  termed  a  fpeclfic 
itt  the  cure  of  the  lues  venerea,  when  admi*. 
niftered  internaily.

Mercury  in  Its  crude  ftate,  and  undivided 
by  any  Intermediate  body,  given  InternaTly' 
produces  no  fenfibie  effeds.  Cinnabar  and' 
jfithlops  mineral,  very  little ;  becaufe  it  is- 
abfolutely  neceflaiy'  to  reduce  mercury \o  a' 
faline  form,  in  brder  to  render  it  capable  of 
being  diflolved  in  the  juices  of  the  flomach  ; 
for  b)  that  means  only  it  is  capable  of  enter¬ 
ing  the  rnlriute  velTels  of  "the  human-body.’ 
On  this  principle,  mercury  has  been  cdm-i' 

blned  with  ail  the  mineral  and  veo-etable 

*  > 

acids,  and  thence  an  infinite  number  of -(a-* 
line  mercuries  have  been  produced ;  but  the 
.cffeds  and  dangers  cf  them  all  are  diredlly 
proponlonal' to  the  quantity  of  ‘acid  TpFciilc'e,* 
with  which  the  mercury  is  loaded.  Hence  . 
we  {ce  the  feafon  why  mercurial  preparations 
degenerate  into  poifons ;  and  why  they  are 
always  more  or  leis  dangerous.

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The  -prmcipal.  preparations  of  mercury, 
given  in  a  dry  form,  are  turpeth  mineral, • 

mercurius  dulcis,  calomel, ^panacea  of  mer¬ 
cury,  white  precipitate,  &c. 


y  eyfer’s  and  Belloftes  pills,  by  their  diffi¬ 
cult  fplubility,  remain  long  enough  in  the 
^pmach  to  occafion  the  moft  alarming  njif- 
^ijefs ;  and  thefe  .will  always  be  proportional 
to.  the  degree  of  aftivity  of  the  medicine, 
and  the  quantity  of  the  dofe.  This  method 
of  exhibiting -the  faline  preparations  of  mer¬ 
cury,  ffiould  never  be  praftifed  without  ffie 
utmoft  caution,  on  account  of  the  alarming 
accidents, that  may  refult  from  their  extreme 
irritating  properties.

Sometimes  on  account  of  the  violent  cor- 
ofive  quality  of  the  mercurial  preparation,  it 
rdlSolved  in  a  large  quantity  of  fome  fluid, 
Ls  xvatcr,  fpirit  of  tyine,  6cc;  Even  corrofive 
ubVimate,  one  of  the  ftrongefl  preparations 
if  mercury,  is  given  in  this  manner ;  and  fold 
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to  the  public  under  different  names ;  bbt  al¬ 
ways  to  the  prejudice,  and  too  often  to  tte 
total  deftruition  of  the  patient’s  conftitution. 
By  this  method  of  exhibiting  the  faline  pre¬ 
parations  of  mercury,  its  particles,  being  a!*- 
ready  minutely  divided,  penetrates 'the  cai 
piilaiy  veffels,  ,.and  at  once  irritates  and  cot*- 
rodes  the  nerves.  It  is  therefore  ho  w^Jhder 
that  the  afflifted  patient,  too  often  with  a  pa&i*- 
ful  degree  of  certainty,  attributes  to  this  caufe 
the  firft  attack  of  a  nervOns  diforSer,  which 

all  the  power  of  phyfic  can  never  remove.

If  to  rhefe  we  add  the  inconveniences  inh 
feparable  from  mercurial  preparations,  and 
which  are  always  the  cdnfequences  of  their 
ufe ;  if  we  coiilider  the  fmall  number  of  pa- 
tients  to  whom  mercury  may  be  exhibited 
with  fafcty,  among  whom  we  ' muff  rank 
youths  and  old  men,  women  and  hypochon¬ 
driacs  ;  becaufe  the  delicacy  and  fenfibility  of 
the  nervTSof  the  one,  and  the  rigidity  of  thofe 
of  the  other,  render  them  more  fufceptible  of 

the 
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-the  bad  cffcfts  of  faline  mercur)' ;  the  life  of 
mercurial  medicines  will  be  confined  within 
A^ry  narrow  limits.  It  frequently  caufes 
onifcarriage  in  women  during  the  firft  months 
of  their  pregnancy,  and  kills  the  foetus  in  the 
womb  of  thofe  who  are.  farther  advanced;  it 
debilitates  the  ftomach,  oceafions  dyfente- 
•ries  and  fpitting  of  blood ;  caufes  fevere  and 
.continual  pains,  tremblings,  and  the  pally : 
accelerates  a  pulmonary  confumptlon  in  thofe 
a  little  inclinable  to  that  diforder  :  For  mercu¬ 
ry  always  greatly  affe&s  the  lungs  of  thofe 
who  have  made  a  free  nfe  of  it.  Add  to  this 
the  chronical  difeafes '  occafioned  by  this^  me¬ 
dicine,  and  which  are  with  the  utmoft  diffi^ 
culty,  if  ever,  cured;  'and  generally  fup- 
poled  to  owe  their  origin  to  other  caufes ;  its 
being  ahfolutely  improper  to  be  adminiftered 
to  valetudinarians,  and  perfons  of  weak  and 
delicate  conftitutions ;  and  Its  being,  abfolutely 
contrary  wdien  the  difeafe  Is  complicated  with 
others,  efpecially  with  the  feurvy  ;  and  then 
'let  the  reader  judge  .how  far  mercurial  pre- 
p«araiions  are  ufefliL  ’  In 
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In  a  variety  of  venereal  cafes,  mercuty  in- 
ftcad  of  removing  hicreafes  .the  complaint; 
inch  as  ulcers  in  the  palate,  fwelllng  of*  the 
tonfik,  caries  and  exoftofes  of  the  bones,  in¬ 
durations  of  the  glands  of  the  *  groin  and 
neck,  buboes>  where  they  have  acquired* a 
‘certain  degree  of  n^aligiiancy,  Inflammation 
and  hatdnefs  of  the  tefticles,  warts,  and  frefh 
rontradled^  claps  in  many  other  cafes-  it 
fetves  only  as  palliative. 

Where  then  is  the  boafted  efiicaOy  of  mer¬ 
cury  ?  Experience  has  abundantly  proved  that 
the  fmall  degree  of  advantage  derived  from 
niercutlai  preparations- is  more  than  balanced 
by  the  alarming  confequences  infeparable  from 
their  ufe :  the  inconveniences  far  exceed  the 
utility. 

But  it  may  be  alked^  how  can  thefe  confe¬ 
quences  be  prevented  ?  Is  it  poffible  to  cure 
fome  flages  of  the  venereal  difeafe  without 
the  afliftance  of  mercury  ?  The  aiifwer  is

diforder  and  food  for  the  patient.  It  afls  as  an 
alterative,  and  by  its  corroborative  qualities 
rc-edablifhes  the  fecretions;  difeharges  part 

of 
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oFtlic  pGCCcint  msttcr  tHrotigH  tlic  pores  oF 
the  skin  5  loolens  the  belly  to  a  convenient 
degree,  and  becomes  a  purgative  without  ita 
inconveniences.

But  when  the  venereal  difeafe  Is  complica¬ 
ted  with  the  feurvy,  the  vegetable  fyrup  of

CASE  VIL 


N  officer  of  the  royal  navy,  now  refid

more  than  ao  years  paft,  but  that  he  had,  from 
a  child,  been  afflidled  with  a-  fcorbutic  habit, 
which  had  continually  Increafed  by  the  ufe  of 
fait  provifions,  and  long' voyages  at  fea.  In 
this  deplorable  lituation  he  began  a  courle  of 
the  vegetable  fyrup,  under  my  direction ;  and 
in  fix  weeks  every  complaint  was  greatly 
abated.  The  glands  were  almoft  reduced  to 
their  natural  fize ;  his  former  fight  returned;

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fXvb  yearns  ago,  and  which  dlfcovcrcd  Itfelf 
a  large  indurated  fwelling  of  one  of  the  ingui¬ 
nal  glands.  Conlcious  of  the  bafenefs  of  thc^ 
adtion,  and  defirous  of  concealing  it  from  the 
world,  the:hulband  applied  toa  chemift,  who* 
injudicioufly  advdfed  him  to  rub  the  tumour 
•with  mercurial  ointment,  without  adminifter- 
ingany  internal  medicines  to  carry  off  the  virus. 
In'confequence  of  this  treatment,  the  fwelling 
was  difperfed,  aiid  the  matt^  thrown  into  the 
mafs  of  blood.  From  that  time  Ihe  had  never 
been  perfedlly  well;  but  the  fymptoms  had 
not  been  fo  very  violent  till  about  two  months 
before  I  faw  her,  during  which  time  mercurial 


medicines,  of  the  mildeft  kind,  had,  from  time 
to  time,  been  adminiflered,  but  without  fuccefs; 
and  her  prodigious  weaknefs  rendered  it  im- 
poflTible  for  her  to  undergo  a  falivation.  In  this 
deplorable  fituatioh  I  lirfl  faw  her.  She  was  in 
bed,  and  fo  prodigioufly  weak,  that  fhe  could 
not  even  fit  up  long  enough  to  have  it  made.. 
She  had  a  continual  and  cxceffive  difeharee ;
